AID FOR UNEMPLOYED 

Mr. Cl, ARK. Mr. President, a few 
days ago I had occasion to call to the at- 
tention of my colleagues the distressed 
economic situation in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and to suggest 
specific measures winch might be passed 
in this session of Congress to help ease 
that economic disability.
